help them, they ar<^ poor, inftgnificant, harmlefs things ^ 
r-!->mere puppets, without fouls, wills, hearts, or tongues 
of their own. The things I fquint al are in one word 
the two Scotch things, which keep behind the curtain, 
and want the common fpirit of men to come forward and 
avow their deteftable principles. 

J A day or two before I determined to publifti thefe 
papers, I fully intended to put thefe four queries in my 
feat to the rcprefentatives ^If the people, but Mr. Fox 
faved me iYit fweating^ by d^ing theTame thing in one 
of the moft eloquent, mafterly, and fpirited fpeeches 
that ever was, or perhaps ever will be delivered within 
thofe or any other walls.

Second Remark.

But the ♦ ♦ * * 
who hath turped the fpirit oif thlB^ nation againft himfelf, 
muft ufe every means in bis power to detach particular 
men from the body of t^e people, and to make them a£t 
by motives of private intereft agajnft the public fenie. 

Third Remark. 

In creations, procefs of lineage (hould always be con- 
fi^ered i how lightly foeyer fome may treat it, no man 
defpifes birth, but he who is confcious of his deficiency 
in that point* VUn}- jndee^ may fupply the want of 
birth fo far as fq dpferve effe?m^ out it liiuft be united 
witn birth to clainx refped, as well as efieem from all 
ranks.— rTh^ only genuine claims to merit are public 
fpirit,. a £)und hearty clean hands, an attachment to the 

' C 2 reigning 
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reigning houfe, the praaice of religious duties, and A 
/ conduft invariably upright* Nothing more promotes a 

V fpirk of emulation" than the countenancing family repute. 

It was this that heightened the valor of the ancient Eng- 
lifli, and made family vie with family which fliould pro- 
duce the greateft number of heroes. The hiftories of 
man^ noble families ftill extant among us will fufficiently 
verify this affertion j and there is no truth more obvious, 
than thit if men will not a6^ greatly for the ehh^iicing 
of their famfHy honor to which they have fo clofe an af- 
finity, thej leldom will for the good of their country f" 
fpr tfierrofe ^ifFufed their- connexions become in genii- 
ral, the 'lefs-ihterefted will they think themfel/es, ^arid 
confequcntly'the lefs tenacious will they be of tlie public 
welfare. — Thus* when it fliould no longer be accounted 
of any confideration to be born of anceftors who have 
eminently diftinguiflied theitifdves by any worthy a<fts of 
public utility, but the man of yefterday, by only pof- 
feffing a more than common fliare of impudence and 
chicane, ihall he holden in equal reverence 'and repute, 
emulation will inevitably fubfide, and the defire . of fame, 
which b^ been the fource of fo many meritorious at- 
chievements, will foon be extinguilhed ; for evecjr one 
will then live uninfluenced by the condu<ft of his proge- , 
n|tors,:aod£qu^lly unawed by any odium an inf^mpvis 
condud may leave upon record* 
• » . ' • • • 

Fourth Remark. 

For the credit of human nature it is to be hoped there 
exifts not fuch a fool as that Prjnce muft be, who abets 
the divifions of his people, inftead of ftriving to unite 
them, and to be himfelf the center of their union j and 
who putS: himfelf at the head pf a party ' in order to go- 
vern his people, inftead of heading his people in order to 
extirpate all party. Nothing is more certain Or more 
demonftrable than thdt princes are ma(jU for the people, and 
not the people fpr them \ and perhaps there is no nation 
under the fun inore entirely poflefTed of this notion of 
princes, than the Englifh ; K) that the prince who dcies 
not govern himfelf by this maxim muft expe^ to find in 
the people ftrenuous opponents of his will slnd'purfuits.

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, Fifth Remark. 

Our annals fhow that the inhabitants of this ancient 
kingdom have ever borne an impLicable hatred . to that 
preliminary tyrant — a favourite ; for which reafon the 
wifeft of our monarchs never beftowed the royal confidence 
on one man, but diftributed that and all other favours 
equally among the great officers of flate ; and the reigns 
of thefe monarchs are the happiefl and eafiefb on record. 
So great indeed is the people's averfion to this creature' 
of power, that it has often produced the nobleft efFeds, 
though perfonally fatal to the deluded prince or his fa- 
vourite : whilft this averfion contimies the conftitution 
is fafe ; and no longer than the conftitution is main- 
tained in Its original purity, is majefty fecure. The 
hiAory of all governments, however defpotic, verifies this 
remark. — I anr ready to fuppprt this and every other I 
make on the prefent papers againft any attack that comes 
with common fenfe and common decency in it.

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Earl of Temple's SPEECH. 

The Earl began^with faying, that he had 
a full detail of offiiftal blunders in his head, 
and a deep fenfe of the public calamities in 
his heart, and they both had co-operated 
to bring him to the Houfe in defpite of 
age and infirmities, and to make him give 
the prefent motion his warmeft fupport. He 
went over both grounds with his ufual cool- 
nefs and firmnels, enumerating various in- 
ftances cf the fupinenefs and ignorance of Ad- 
miniftrdrtion.

*r/ear our enemies will be difpofed to .give 
^*. them, -^ The connexions we had moft 
^[ reafon to dread, we have juft been told 
^* are alr-eady formed. France has two 

V formidable fleets out, and Spain, we have 
.?* every r.eafon to believe, keeps pace with 
*f her in her armaments. — The Houfe of 
^- Auftiia, forgetful of old benefits, no longer 
** diverts the force of our natural enemies^ 
^' Pruffia has not yet forgotten our breach 

^' of faith, and is too wife to truft us a fe* 
*' cond time. Even the feeble fupport of 
^* peqmark is not to be depended upon; and 
^' the alliance of marriages, which in the 
^' South had acquired unufual forge for our 
** deftruftion, has in the North produced 
f* nothji^g in our favour. — -Portugal, fenfible 

V of our inability to punifh her, mocks and 
^' infvilts tbc very power to which (lie owes 

V her late delivera.nce from the in vafion of her 
f* qeighboufing enemies, — -Ruffia had been 
i^ inclined to affift us j but apprized of our 
t* impending rdin, is now prudently lotl>. to 
tf ||iyolve Jifrfelf*for ^ people^ who muit 
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•* foon leave lier to fight alone their de^e^^ 
** rate battles, -^ The American trade no 
** longer ftirniibes the finews of naval great'*- 
^^ nefs, and our late colonies find employ- 
^^ ment for the fleet which they ufed to fup* 
** ply with failors. This, my Lords, is the 
*^ true pi(3:ure of our prefent condition — a 
'* condition too defperate | fear to be reme* 
'^ died by the wifeft men. And yet ther^ is 
^^ a flate in all bad things ib tranfcendently 
^^ ill, that our rulers have left us flill fome- 
*^ thing to deprecate; and I have yet one 
^' xequeft to make to them, which is, that 
^* they will not involve ♦us in a war with 
^^ Holland, ia a war where we fhaU evident*- 
" ly be the aggreflprs. It is true the United 
^^ Provinces are a pacific nation, which has 
^' been clofely and firmly conne(fled with us 
** for a century ; a nation which naturally 
^' wifhes for a counterpoife to the power of 
^^ the Houie of Bourbon; a nation which 
^* has too many millions in our funds to be 
*' likdy to rife up againft us without pro- 
** vocation-^but men can fometimes forget 
** their interefts in their paffions. The 
^^ pailions of the Dutch are much inflamed| 
^\ and the immediate objefl of narrow* 
*^ minded n>erchants may be to fupprefs a 
f^ rival in commerce : befides, it is not the 
^* 4^tereft of any people to be infultcd when 
if thpv can help themfelvcs ; and plain men 
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** may look no further than this maxim. 
*' Our poffeffions in both the Eaft and Weft 
^* Indies are tempting. To think they will 
*^ not aflert the freedom of their country is 
** weaknefs ; to compel them to it is abfo- 
'* lute difgrace : in our negociations with 
*' our few remaining friends let us avoid all 
*' crooked and overbearing policy, and adl 
** with fincerity, with franknefs, with mo- 
•' deration, and with honor. 

** As this is the firft time I have troubled 
the Houfe fince the publication of a poli- 
tical negociation, which was malicioufly 
*' faid to have taken place between my 
^ great (and unhappily for this country de- 
•* ceafed) relation, and the concealed au- 
*' thor of all our evils, I truft your Lord- 
fhips will permit me to fay a fliort word 
or two about that curious ftory. — My 
Lords, I took early alarm ; my friend's 
** honor, which has ever been as dear to 
** me as my own, determined me, as you 
*' may well Tuppofe, to probe the matter to ' 
^' the very bottom. My firft enquiry con- ^ 
** vinccd me, that the whole was neither 
more nor lefs than the iilly plot of an of- 
ficious emiffary and an idle phyfician, to 
** bring their patrons to draw together, no 
doubt, in full confidence that if they fuc- 
ceeded, they fhould both be made pwvy 
♦* counfdlors at Icaft 5 fure never was fq pefti- 

^^ ferous 
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** ferous a defiga ib poorly executed. Others, 
" my Lords, envious of- the fpotlefs cha-, 
•^ rader the great Earl left behind him, and 
** impotently feeking to fully it, have fihce 
*^ thought fit to advance, that my friend 
'* was fo fenfible of the other's wifdom and 
*' numbers, as to- court an union with him. 
** My Lords, this is an aflertion too pre- 
** pofterous for refutation, and teems with 
** abfurdity enough in all confcience to ftag- 
** ger the credulity of even Scots, Jacobites, 
** and Tories. That great ftatefman knew 
^ . *' better than to confide in Scotch wifdom, 
and ever guarded himfelf againft danger 
when aTpry flattered* He was much 
too wife to be furprized by courtly infinu- 
^^ ations; he law the fnare, and, far from 
wifhing to join the Thane, fpurned the 
fubtle, advances* with the contempt and 
indignation they deferved. Go, cried he, 
to the difappointed fon of iEfculapius; 
go tell the officious emifl!ary, that the man 
*^ he hopes to furprize, loves the King, and 
** people he has once faved, too ardently 
*^ to join one who has brought them to 
** ruin. Thofe, my Lords, were his words; 
*' and I truft every Englifliman will wear 
** them at his breaft, till every Scot has loft 
** his influence in the cabinet. — He knew 
** the fubtle ferpent too well, he had reafon 
^^ to know him too well, to take him into 

'' his 
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*' his pitriotic bofom; and was tod trmctt 
** attached from principle to the Brunfwic 
*« line to join a Stewart. He had not for* 
** gotten the ftory of the old cardinal, who

When Arlilotle was once afked, what a man could gtid

The charaftcr of % 
liar is at once fo hateful and contemptible, that it. might 
be expefted even of thofe who have loft their virtue, that 
they (hould be reftrained by their pride from the vio- 
lation of truth. Almoft every other vice that difgrace* 
human nature may be kept in countenance by applaufe and 
aflbciation ; the liar, and only the liar, is invariably, and 
univerfally defpifed, abandoned, and difowned.

I was far 
from w^ifliing to be the King's only coun- 
fellor ; or, to exprefs myfelf more properly, 
to be his fole minifter, to draw every thing 
yrithin the vortex of my own power, to be 
at once Admiral, General, Treafurer, Arch- 
l)i{hop. Judge, and perpetual Legiflator. Such 
a kind of magiftrate is odious to our confti- 
tution. I was fond of counfel, and fought 
it often, but of thofe only whom I knew 
to be friends from principle to the reigning 
Prince.

YOU (hou'd have heard from . mS biforo 
now, but, a; I cou'd not fafely write 
by thcpoft, I waited for this private con vey- 
incc; partifculary as I wiflied to acknowledge 
in the mofl: fecure manner, your.goodnefs in 
allo>ying me to draw for 200 Luidorcs. jjar an 
yancc — A few days after I wrote to you laft, 

I dined with Lord Shelburne. Monfr.- — 

fpoke of me fo favourably to his friend Dr* 
Price, the celebrated cJalgulator^^ thai the , DrJi 
advifed his Lordfhip t6 invite me— -It was on 
the 30th of January, ^ kind of fcftival to alf 
true republicans. I ^ent with Dr, Price ; 
9nd wheu/we were ami^ounc'ed, we found, liic 
Lordfliip in his library, with the whcde Shel- 
burne party: that is to fay^ with his twa 
friends CpU Barrp, and Cpupfellor punRing. 
«— Thefe great ilatefmen were rather oddly cm- 
ployed — ^Tbey were attending to Dr. Prieftiy, 
on a lefture of ele^ricity, wh^ch \ fouod how- 
ever had fome reference to politics. At firft 
indeed they only tried Experiments of curiofity 
—one of them was ridiculous enough— ^Thfey 
Put the Orator Pujinin^ on a little ftbol with,

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glafs legs. He is fat and fhort ; and put me 
in mind of Dr. Laft's examination in Foot's 
Devil on Two Sticks ^^^I afked whether they 
put him there to harranguc; when Lord Shel- 
burne very obligingly di reded me to put my 
finger to the orator's nofe^ from which, to 
my great difpleafure^ fparks flew out; fothaC 
I immediately fufpeded this machine was con- 
ftruded to light up his countenance 2 but they 
told me this was only a prologue before the 
operation^ which now c^ne on^ for he defen- 
ded from the ftooU and they put a wire round 
his neck to pafs the eledricfire thro* his throat;

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•Colonel has a fine voice for the eloquence of 
cppofition-— a deep bafe to exprefs the doubts 
and fears of a patriot, and the cadence of mut- 
tering thunder to threaten a minifler. With 
thcfe two orators alone. Lord Shelburhe (hares 
bis counfels and his h<^e&> and not injudiciouf- 
lyj for the one has the reputation of being the 
beft 2tdvoc^ttinabadcaufei and the other is cer- 
tainly the beft ftory-tellcr in Europe. — ^Youfee 
then, this party is little expofed to divifion and 
jfCaloufy. Indeed they are roMecably fecUre of 
trnanimity^at Icaft of agreatcr degree of it than 
any other party — However, a few fubal tern 
friends might give them more efFcft; for, at 
prefent, they fecm like three admirals without 
any veflels under their conduft; but they are 
too proud to be united to any fet of men, mini*'

As far as I can judge, he is very fond of 
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paffingfor the Maecenas of England; he would 
be thought to encourage all the fine arts ; and 
if a new kind of n^oufe-trap was invented, 
he would be mortified not to be thought the 
patr6n of fo uieful an artift; his converfatioht 
which tqrns moftly on politics, is a medley 
of the fentiments and fayings of his two 
friends, and his two philofophcrs ; fo that 
he feemis a talking encyclopedic, where the 
<iifFerent fubjefts of the compofition are fup- 
plied by the proper profeflbrs ; the art mili^ 
tairtf and knowledge of the worlds by CoL 
Barre; the tricks and fubtle diftinftions of law 
by Mr. Dunning ; philofophy and fcepticifm 
by Doctor Prieftly ; and political paradoxes 
by my friend Do&jov Price. — All this cannot 
fail of making out fomething ftriking, tho* 
not original ; we admire the piflure, tho' the 
trees are done by one, the cattle by another, 
and the figures by a third, and fo on ; for the 
defign at leaft is great, and the combination 
of fuch fcattered beauties is curious and fplen- 
<iid — my lord himfelf ftudies finances mofl : 
he has all kinds of lifls of all kinds of things : 
and he had the goodnefs to tell me, in confi* 
dence, that he has difcovered fb many thou- 
fand frefh fubjefts for taxes, that he could 
icjuite charm the nation with new impofls, if 
he was but once minifler. So attentive is he 
to thefe calculations, that he thinks of them 

at 
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at all times and places; and he affured the 
Houfc of Lords, in a debate about America, 
that he rode out every day in Hyde-Park to, 
afccrtain more precifely the proportionable 
number of horfes in England, by calculating 
thofc in Middlefex, in order to a general tax 
on faddles and bridlds.-r-How far fuch a party 
as this can ferve the French minifters, by at-^ 
tacking thofe of England, I leave it to your 
iuperior fagaci^y to determine : it is to mc a 
jnuch lefs doubtful point, how far they woul4 
ferve ypu, if they were minifters themfelves.— 
I hope foon to give you fome fketch of the 
Rockingham Party 5 in the mean time 1 re-* 
main with the utmoft refpedt yours^j fife.
